ENTLEMEN:— In offering mysolt as a eandidato 
X for your suffnigcs I deem it incumbent on me 
to state that it returned to serve you In tho Dominion 
Parliament I shall give an earnest support to the 
Liberal-Consenative party, led by Sir John A. Vac- 
donsld. At the same time I shall ngt support that or 
any other party who may fail, to tulnl tho eondi- 
tioni of the 'ferms ot Unien and ths Caman-on 
Settlement. 

Railway Construction has boon unnecessarily de- 
layed by Mr. .Mackonzio's Government, and the fair 
fame of" Canada has been tarnished by the failure of 
that Government to fulfil the obligations contained 
in tliC Cariiarroii Settlement and tJie Terms of Union. 
The line from Esquinialt to Nanaimo should be built 
and sonstruction on the Mainland coniinenccd atoncc. 
As to the adoption ol any jjurdciiiar route tor tho 
Railway, wo can only suggest. There is no doubt, in 
my iiiind, that the route by way ot Bute Inlst to Es- 
quinialt is the most desirable from a national and 
economic standpoint. I shall not fail to urge that fact 
upon tbo attention of tho Canadian Government and 
I'arliament; but should I fail to convince them ot the 
advantages ot tho Rute-Eequlmalt routs over all 
othtrs, 1 shall favor the immediate prosecution of 
work on the line wbororcr it may be located. Over- 
land communication is of the utmost importance to 
this i'rovince. DELAY MEANS STAGNATION, and 
British Columbia should be the Isst to place in Cana- 
da's hands an excuse for further delayinjf the com- 
mencement of railway construction, by insisting on 
-tlie reopening of the surveys, when a memorial has 
just been passed by the Local Parliament demanding 
immediate commencement of the railway.

There was no excuse and can be no 
palliation for the outrage. Nothing 
had appeared in this paper at any time 
to ju-ntify it; and smarting under a 

. sense of deep wrong the editor took the 
. jV,?ilaw.into his own hands and at least at- 

■ tempted to meet out a merited punish- 
ment to the heartle.sa invader of his 
home circle. As the case will come be- 
fore the PolicG Court to-day we .sliall 
■'say no uiovc at present.

TSE ZOOTEZTAY SOAXTSAL. 



E.XAMINATION OF MU. OEOROE I)ACr'.K,S. 



Judges Gray and Crease, Royal Coju- 
missioncrs, sat again yesterday to take 
evidence in tlio Kootenay Scandal case. 

Mr. Gallagher, M.M.P. for Kootenay, 
was in attendance, Mr. McElmen ftppear- 
ing in his behalf. 

The Connnissionera, who declined ' to 
recognize Mr. Pooley as Secretaiy, acted 
as their o\m scribes. 

Mr. George Dacrcs was placed in the 
box and subjected to examination after 
having been sworn. Ho said that ho had 
been informed outside that his ■ expenses 
would not bo paid. 

Tlio Commissioners assured liiiu that 
all reasonable and just expenses incurred 
in coming to Victoria and returning homo 
would be paid. 

Witness then said — ^First became ac- 
quainted witli Mr. EUiott last July a year 
ago. Have known ilr. Gallagher about 
ten years. I reside at Walla Walla ; am 
acquainted at Kootenay and Wild Horse 
Creek ; have done business there for eight 
yeari. I happened to be down hero witli 
fixrs;from iLoptenay in Juno or July, 
1877 j Mrl BoBcowitz looked through niy 
furs and asked mo if I know C. Gallagher. 
Mr. Elliott was not there. He aaked mo 
if I thought Gallagher ^vould resign if ho 
got to bo constable at Kootenay. I said I 
thouglit ho would bo glad to. Mr. Bosco- 
'Aritz asked if I was acquainted with Dr. 
Trimble, Speaker of the House ; I replied 
no ; he said if I came back in an hour ho 
would introduce mo to Trimble ; I came 
. back in an hour and Trimble was there ; I 
was introduced to him by Boscowitz ; ho 
asked mo the fiamo question respecting 
Gallaglier tliat Boscowitz had asked mo, 
and I made the same reply ; I wont at his 
request with him' to the Govemment 
omces and was introduced by him to Mr. 
Elliott. Mr, Vernon, I believe, and two 
or three otlior gentlemen were also there. 
I was introduced to all the gentlemen 
standing there. I went into Elliott's 
office with Trimble, and .he Doctor told 
liim that I had said Gallaglier would be 
glad to resign if he got the conatableship ; 
I thought it would suit him veiy well ; 
Mr. Elliott said he thought there would 
be no objection — that he would get the 
post if Gallagher would resign. I used 
; myjnfluenco with Mr. Elliott to get him 
•the' hillet, arid advised him to write Fa- 
ther Fouquet to use his influence to get 
Mr. Gallagher to accept it ; he told me ho 
would write three letters about it ; I want- 
^ed him to write to Mr. Booth to give me 
. the preference for the Government trado ;' 
he said he would write to Mr. Kelly to 
find out if Gallagher wanted to resign so 
that he (Kelly) could get liis' seat in the 
House and give up the constableship to 
G.illagber ; 1 told Elliott that if Milby, M. 
P.P., (now dead) did not get the Provin- 
cial Secretaryship ho would join the Wal- 
kem party. Mr. Elliott said he didn't 
care if he did, he would not got the Pro- 
vincial Secretaryship j-ithiit - usthe ..worst 
came to the worst ho would go before the 
people. I said Mr. Gallagher would bo 
foolish if he cbd not accept the offer as he 
needed the money ; Dr. Trimble said ho 
thought Gallagher stuck to Walkem bo- 

• cause he (W.) knew ho (G.) was not not a 
citizen of this country ; I told Trimble I 
always thought that Gallagher was an 
American citizen up to the time tliat ho 
ran for member of Parliament ; Mr. El- 
liott promised to write tlic letters and Iwas 
to call for them ; I called for the letters at 
the Government office; they were not 

. ready, but I recoived them at the Ameri- 
can Hotel that aftonioon, and I carried 
them to Kootanay ; did not see the con- 

• tents of the letters to FatherFouquotand 
Kelly, or of the one to Booth; nothing 
was said by Elliott or any one else here of 
an offer of §1000 to Gallaghor to resign ; 
nothing was said with regard to offoruig 
Gallagher tbo Provincial Soerotaryship or 
any other office in tho gift of the Govern- 
ment than tho constableship ; I had no 
authority from Oallaghor to mak« tlie

offer ; had no t^ilk with Kolly on tho sub- | 
ject before I saw ElUott ; Bosccwitz first ! 
started it and I pressed it because Gallagh- j 
er was a jioor man and I thought tho 
change would do liini good ; I told Elliott 
ho was doing nothing and was in debt ; 
when I arrived at Kootenay I told Gal- 
lagher that if he would resign ho would 
get to bo a cuuotable ; he got indignant 
and said tlio Government had a good deal 
of impudence, and that ho was tho first 
man of his namo who got to bo a member 
of Parliament and ho would never dis- 
grace it ; told him I thought ho would bo 
a long thuo in "Old Ireland" before he'd 
get to bo a nieniber of Parliament ; ho said 
that was the reason why ho did'nt want to 
disgrace tho namo by resigning ; I said he 
was very foolish ; that he^ was losing his 
time for nothing ; he said ho knew bettor, 
that in a year Walkom would bo Premier, 
and by stickuig to luin ho would do bettor; 
I advised him to accept, but he wouldn't 
listen to it at all ; the next time that I 
saw him ho said Father Foquet hsd spok- 
en to him on tho same subject ; I again 
advised him to accept, but he said there 
was no use in anyone speaking to him ; 
I met Kolly after this last conversation 
and ho said that he had asked Gallaglior 
to resign .so that ho (K.) could bo e^jjpted 
and he (G.) could have Kelly's billot, who 
in turn would bo made Provmcial Secre- 
tary. 

Judge Gray — Did ho think himself com- 
petent to fill it ? 
Witness — Yes. 

Judge Gr.iy — They have a vory differ- 
ent idea of those positions here than in 
any other place I know of. 

Witness — Kelly told mo ho had refused 
to take §1,000 and tlio constablo.'ship for 
resigning; he said Gallagher was a fool, 
and I thought so too. I would have taken 
tho ?1,000 myself. (A laugh). Kelly told 
mo ho made tho oUbr on his own respon- 
sibility — I\Ir. Elliott liavinij nothing to do 
with it. Thi,s is all I know. 

To Judge Gray — I have soon a good 
deal of money offered for votes at Koot- 
enay; I have soon a great deal of bribery 
there; money, principally used; one man 
owed a thousand or twelve liundred dol- 
lars in a store and it was to be forgiven if 
he would vote for a certain man; there 
was a good deal of trouble over it after- 
wards; ho voted for Milby. Gallagher 
and Vowell, were elected at that time; 
Pat. Quirk was tho man whose debt was 
promised td bo forgiven; but thoy didn't 
forgive the debt, and lie afterwards loft 
the countiy; tho minors tlioro aro very 
poor, and in debt to tho merchants, and 
at election times they manage to clear 
their indobtcdnoss and get their winter's 
grub from tho candidates; 'there ore only 
31 or 33 voters; thdro iiro 20 good voters 
who can't bo bought; it has been a mat- 
ter of calculation how much could be got 
out of each candidate; last election money 
was spent. 

To Judge Crease — Kelly did not give 
nio to understand that he had tho promise 
of Mr.' EUiott of the Provincial Secretary- 
ship if he were elected. 

To Mr. McElmon— Did you tell Dr. 
Trimble that Gallaglier wished to resign 
and not come back to the old House 
again? 

Mr. Elliott objected to this question. 

Tlie Commissioners said a ^vide latitude 
had been given the witnesses with the ob- 
ject of eliciting tho truth and that the 

qucitioil was a pertinent one. 

Mr. Elliott withdrew his objection. 
Witness — I did not toll Trimble that 
Gallagher intended to resign his seat. I 
told Trimble that Gallagher was in bad 
circumstances financially; but I didn't 
tell him that ho owed mo any money; ho 
didn't at that timo ; I didn't tell Trimble 
I wouldn't lend Gallagher any more 
money; ho never borrowed any from mo; 
I understood that he was in debt, but not 
much; I agreed with Dr. Trimble that the 
reason Gallagher supported Walkom was 
because Gallagher was an American citi- 
zen; I did surmise with Trimble that if 
Walkom got into power .again ho would 
give Gallagher Booth's position as magis- 
trato of Kootoiuay; Gallagher told m» 
Kolly had offered him §1,000 and tho 
constableship to resign; Booth mi^t have 
been present at tho tiine,'but I didn't 
know it; I think when tho Pat. Quirk 
bribery case occurred that Gallagher was 
already elected and was not a candidate 
on that occasion; I had no authority to 
oflbr Gallagher the constabloship; Mr. 
Elliott did not ask mo to use my uifluence 
to got Gallagher tho constableship; but I 
was given to underslahd that ho would 
get it. 

To Mr. Elliott — Could not say if you ob- 
jected to an oftbr being made to Gallagh- 
er; forget whether I asked you to write 
to Gallagher or not; think you gave your 
consent to write with .reluctance; . 

This closed the ovidehce, and the Com- 
missioners stated that as soon as Mr. 
Dacres had signed his evidence ho would 
receive a cheque for his ex[)onscs. 



Justice to Ireland. 



Referring to the appointment of the 
Marquis of Lornc as Covornor-Ccncral 
of Canada, the Dublin Freonnn's Jour- 
nal asks : — Why should not :i similar 
policy be tried in Ireland? and contin- 
ues : — 'If tho Vice-Boyalty was made a 
non-polifical office, tenable for a fixed 
term as'iii Caniida and India, and if it 
were habitually filled by a royal Prince, 
much would be done to aiipcasc tho 
sentiment of discontent which is uuicK 
more widespread in Trehuul than Eng- 
lish statesmen care to acknowledge. 
That feeling has been greatly fostered 
by tho stupid neglect of Her ilajesty 
toward this countrj-. She and every 
member of the Ivoyal Family havo 
not only well but enthusiastically re- 
ceived when they visited this country, 
but their visits have been like angels', 
few and far between. Tho Duke of 
Connaught has olicitcd a feeling of per- 
sonal affection wherever ho has gone. 
The Irish aro an imprci.siouable people, 
a sensitive people. They appreciate 
tho manner in which the compliment 
is conferred aa much as the compliment 
itself. It is tho business of statcsmon 
to study and to utilise the sentiment 
of the people, not to ignore and slight 
them. Why should not His lloyal 
Highness the Duke of Connaught be- 
come Viceroy of Ireland after bis ap- 
proaching marriage? If Earl Boacous- 
held wants to make himsolf popular 
here, and if ho wants to foster a spirit 
of loyalty to tlie Crown, ho could do no 
more popular thing, nor could he do 
anything which would be a greater 
service to his lloyal mistress, than to 
make such au arriuigoiuent.

The Jewish Adraiice of Chicago con- 
tinuoH to warn all its readers that the 
Jews will entirely disappear as a dis- 
tinct race if the fatal and increasing 
.tendency to .intermarriage witli Ohris- 
tinns is not checked. A daughter of 
the lato Isaac Fricdlandcr of San Fran- 
cisco tho collossal grain speculator mar- 
ried a Christian with her father'.s con- 
sent, and two children of a prominent 
and orthodox minister of Berlin have 
recently married out of their ancestral 
faith, In the posthumous writings of 
Dr. Geiger, tho famous rabbi of Rodin, 
is published a letter from ^Ir. Bisch- 
ofl'shoiin, a distinguished Jewish bcholar 
of Paris, written in 1872, in which he 
says: "tho majority of the Parisiau 
larnelites have cast aside ceremonial 
and i-itualistic observances to such nn 
extent that they continue Jews only in 
name. Many of the best and woaftlii- 
est families attend no synagogue, and, 
what is worse marry their daugliter.s 
to Christians. If the wives do not 
themselves embrace Christianity, the 
children, at lea.st, aro certain to bo rais- 
ed in that faith. The ultimate result 
of all this can onlj' bo the gi'ndual 
transfer of tho Jewi::Ii iieople to tlio 
prevailing religion.''

Uailwav. Nothln? short of this will fulfil the 
solemn treaty olili^'atlons of Canada to British Col- 
umbia. .So far wo Ikuo had plenty of promises 
from Canada, wliieli, al.T_i; to her shame and dis- 
grace have been broken; and sooner than submit 
to be Imposed on in the future as wo havo beon 
in tho post I would savor tho cord that binds us to the 
Confcueratioii. I sincerely hope, however, the day 
will noTOr Gomo when this or any other Provinco in 
the Dominion will be (orGcd for self protection to adopli 
so higli'lumded a remedy.

Political Meotin?. 



Owing to tlio iiowa recoivud yoatertliiy 
of the political dufcat of Sir John A. Mac- 
donold at Kingston, Ontario, and tho sue- 
•; -'cess'of his party tliroiigliout tho Eastern 
Provinces, a very niune'rously attended 
meeting of the electors was held at Pliil- 
liarmonic Hall List csveniiig to odor the 
hon. gantleuiau a seat in tho House of 
Commons for A'ictoria District. 

On motion of hon. Mr. Bunster, His 
Worship the Mayor was voted -to tho 
Ohair and Mr. T. Busaoll was oloctcd 
Secretary. 

The fallowing gentlemen occupied chairs 
on tho platform; Senator INlacdonald, 
Messrs. A. 0. Elliott, A. DcCosiiios, J. 
H. Todd, J. P. Davies, J. Fell, U. Smith 
A. Bunster and W. Dalhy. 

His Worship tho Mayor having briefly 
explained tli'e purport of tho meeting, 
called \ipon tlioso present to accord to 
every speaker 'a fair and patient hearing, 

Mr. Bunster, being called on, alluded 
to the importance of the meeting and said 
that tho electors now had a clianco to 
Meet one of the best statesmen in Canada, 
tho only nation-maker in tho Dominion — 
a man who had been defeated in fighting 
for the interests of British Columbia. Ho 
would shortly place before them a resolu- 
tion which he thought the electors present 
would unanimously endorse. He had re- 
ceived to-day a telegram from Sir John A. 
Macdonald stating that he had been de- 
feated, but that his party had carried the 
country, and applying to Kun (Jlr. Bun- 
ster) to got him a seat. That .seat ho was 
assured tho electors would oll'orhim. Ho 
was glad to say that the ?/Iacdonald party, 
so far as tho country had been hoard from, 
- had a majority in the House of 45. 
(Loud cheers.) With five more from Brit- 
ish Columbia, which the [larty was sure 
to gain, that majority would fljo swelled to 
50 (cheers) and three more might bo safely 
counted on from Manitoba. He would 
ask the electors to take into consideration 
tho splendid opportunity they now liad of 
electing tho leader of the Liberal Oonsorva- 
tivo party. (Hoar, hear.) Ho alluded to 
the geographical supremacy of tho Prov- 
ince and said tliat its altitude w.ns greatly 
in its favor as conii)arcd with that of Cali- 
fornia for the construction of a transcon- 
tinental raihvay. He thought the electors 
would be neglecting the opportunity of tho 
. , hour .if they refu&od to elect Sir Jolm A. 
'• Macdoniild, who could db more for the 
, Province than all tlic other iioliticians put 
. together. Ho then read a telegram ho 
'had forwarded to Sir John A., saying, 
"You will bo olocted for Victoria City 
^ without contest. Public mooting to- 
night. Answer to-niorrow'." He had 
perhaps t^kon a great deal on liimsolf in 
Bending this dispatch, but he foil certain 
tho electors would endorse his action by 
returning Sir John A. at tlio head of the 
poll. Ho would therefore move: "Ro- 
Bolved — That this meeting pledges itself 
to return Sir John A. Mactlonald for Vic- 
torij^ District at tho head of tho poll." 
(Cheers.) 

Senator Macdonald said that ho had 
been informed that nearly all the candi- 
dates in the district had acted magnani- 
mously in resigning in favor cjf Sir John 
A. Macdonald. Ho thought the people 
were to bo congratulated on the gloriou.'s 
hews that had Hashed across tho wires to- 
day bringing word of the victory of the 
friends of the Province and tho welcome 
^dings of tho defeat of Cartwright, the 
greatest blackguard iu the House cjf Com- 
mons, Blake and Jones of Halifa.x. He 
hoped that the enemies of tho country 
were nr.-,v dead and buried for ever. Ho 
alluded to the great advantages the Prov- 
ince would derive could the people of 
Victoria District elect the premier of tho 
incoming Government n;i their rL'[)rc.';en- 
tative. Ho had great pleasure in coui)- 
ling with Sir John A. Sfacdonald's name 
that of the hon. Amor DcCusmoa. 
(Cheers). 

Mr. J. H. Todd said th.-it it afforded 
him tho greatest pleasure tin's morning, 
when he heard the news from Canada, to 
resign in favor of that illustrious states- 
man. Sir John A. Macdonald.. When ho 
listened to the news bringing word of tho 
defeat of Mackenzie's Government he 
threw up his hat and said, "Hooray, boys, 
good times will soon l)o coming. " He 
believed Mr. DeCoanms Jiad an excellent 
record; and it allbrded him gratilication 
to endor.se the nomination of that gentle- 
man in conjunction witli that of Sir John 
A. Macdonald. 

Mr. Dalby said that it had also afforded 
him great pleasure to resign in 'favor of 
Sir John A. Macdonrdd (cheers). 

Mr. J. P. Davies said that whilst ho 
was delighted to hear of tho success of 
the Liberal-Conservative party ho regrett- 
ed he could not follow tho course of the j 
last two gentlemen an far as resigning 
was concerned. Ho had pledges placed 
in his liands which he felt assured would 
return him to Ottawa. Tlnise [jledges he 
had no right to discard; but if iMr. D 
Cosmos thought fit ho would le.avo it ih 
the people to say whether ho or Mr. D^; 
Cosmos should run with Sir John A. Ma 
donald. 

Mr. Elliott said that it wa;i the lirs 
time ho had appeared boforo the elector.4 
at a public meeting since tho political 
canvass opened. Ho was much gratified! 
to hear of the success of the Liberal-l 
Conservative party, but he did not think'; 
that by going to the polh; he could in any/ 
-way jeopardize or influence the eloctio;i 
of Sir. John A. JiTacdon.ald. If his run- 
ning could do so he would sooner cut his 
throat than contest tho, district. Mr. 
Bunster, had, however, proposed that Sir 
John A. be returned by acclamation; but 
why, ho would ask, did not Sir. Bunster 
resign for Vancouver District which only 
returned one member instead of asking 
candidates to resign for Victoria District 
which retured two. members.

sigiL~?5s]iyimtsnght^ha^;l^ to 
tack Mr. DeCosmos's name " to' that of Sir 

John A. ? (Hear, hear). What right had 
he to say for tho entire district, that ex- 
tended over many miles, that the electors 
as a unit desired JNIr. DeCosmos' election. 
Sir John A. did not for a momcTit inti- 
mate that he thought tho re-election of 
]^ jJeOosmbs absolutdy. necessary. Ho 
(Bfr. E.) was thoroughly aware that no 
matter how many candidates ran. Sir 
John A. 's election w.oa assured. Ho had 
been prepared to draw lots with his 
brother candidates to determine who 
should go in with Sir John A. (Cries of 
no! no!) but as that had been declined ho 
could, see no possible reason why any 
number of candidates should not go to 
the polls, with the knowledge, of course, 
that Sir John A.' would bo elected at tho 
head. 

Mr. Bunster explained that ho had al- 
ready resigned once in favor of Sir Francis 
Hineks without fee or reward. He had 
never received one dollar or.one promise 
for that resignation other than tho prom- 
ise of a protective tftrift" for British Colum. 
bia. Tho reason ho did not now resign 
was because ho wished to see tho clector.s 
place Sir John A. in tho highest position 
in their gift and that, of course, was tho 
senior membership for Victoria, tho capi- 
tal of British Columbia. Ho considered 
Mr. Elliott had alluded to him (Mr. B.) 
in an unpatriotic way, but ho could assure 
his hearers ho wanted no portfolio, be- 
cause ho had just as good a thing as ho 
wanted in cooking beer for British Colum- 
bians. (Cheers and laughter.) 

Mr. DeCosmos hero asked tho chairman 
to put the question to the meeting. 

The chairman then put the question : 
Resolved that this mooting pledges itself 
to return Sir John \. i\Iacdonald and 
Amor DeCosmos to tho House of Com- 
mons' by acclamation for Victoria Dis- 
trict. (Loud choets.) 

Tho resolution was- carried by a largo 
majority amidst great enthusiasm. , 

Mr. DeCosmos, who was well received, 
returned thanks . for tho groat honor 
conferred on Sir john A. Macdonald and 
himself. Ho alluded in glowing terms to 
tho policy of confederation carried out by 
that illustrious statesman and believed if 
there was a man in tho world who could 
do this Province good, ho (Sir^ John A.) 
was that man. (Cheers.) He referred to 
his defeat by an ungrateful people at 
Kingston and reminded his hearers that if 
they elected Sir John A. the construction 
of the railway was assured via Bute Inlet, 
with its western terminus at Esquinudt. 
(Hear, hoar.) Ho believed that with Sir 
John A. again premier' the dock would 
ilso be built and the Province fully 
conijionsatcd for loss occasioned by 
Mackenzie's breach of faith with reference 
to advances for public works. He thought 
it highly desirable tho election should go 
by acclamation and that suflicicnt patrio- 
tism should bo found to insure the with- 
drawal of other candidates from tho con- 
test and thus endorse the voice of tho 
meeting. 

Mr. Davies said that as Mr. DeCosmos 
had declined to accept his challenge to 
take a vote of tho people as to who should 
run in conjunction with Sir John A. Mad^ 
donald he would issue a card stating tin t 
it is his intention to run with that di: - 
tingnishcd gentleman, and he felt assure 1 
of his election. (Cheers and No! No!) 

Mr. Fell regretted all the candidates 
had not resigned so as to permit Sir Joh :i 
A. and Mr. DeCosmos -being elected hy 
acclamation. Any person who would at 
this critical juncture contest tho distriet 
ho did not deem a true friend of the Proj, 
vinco. Ho would now move that Mr. 
Davies and Mr. Elliott be requested to re- 
tire in favor of Sir John A. and Mr. De- 
Cosmos. 

Mr. B. Smith made a very humorous 
speech in support of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald and condcnniing tho policy of Mr. 
Mackenzie. As one of the candidates 
(laughter) ho had nuicli pleasure in re- 
signing in f.ivor of Sir John, and if he 
would contest the district ho would 
guarantee his election. (Hoar, hear and 
cheers.) . • 

Mr. Humphreys regretted the bold 
stand taken by Mr. Davies and Mr. El- 
liott, and he hoped that even at this hour 
they would take a sensible and p.atriotic 
view of tho matter and resign. If they 
would set tho electors at defiance 
before being returned — if such a thing 
wero possible — what would they do 
aftenvards ? ' He believed ■ them both to 
bo out and out Mackenzie men and had 
occasion to know so, especially of Mr. 
Elliott, because ho had discovered it when 
in ortice with him. Individually ho would 
liko Mr. Elliott to stand tho contest*BO 
that ho might see how great a castigation 
he would receive at the hands of the elec- 
tors. Taking more important matters into 
consider.ation, however, ho had great 
pleasure in seconding the resolution de- 
manding his resignation. 

Mr. Elliott challenged Mr. Humphreys 
to name a single instance wherein ho 
(Mr. E.) and Mr. Mackenzie had had any- 
thing in conunon. 

Mr. Humphreys replied that ho believed 
Mr. Elliott and Mr. Vernon had per- 
suaded Lord DufForin that tho construc- 
tion of tho Island railway was unneces- 
sary and that the retention of Mr. Ver- 
non in his cabinet showed that he (Mr. 
E.) was willing to play into IMackenzie's 
hands. 

The resolution was then put and car- 
ried. 

Mr D.-ivies then informed the audience 
that ho would not resign because he did 
not consider the meeting represented tho - 
district. 

Mr. Elliott also stated that he intended 
to adhere to his determination to go to 
the polls. 

The meeting dissolved with cheers for 
tho Mayor and Sir John A. . Macdonald. 

During the proceedings a fracas took 
X)laco and for some minutes tho meeting 
was in a state of confusion and excite- 
ment. The police, however, intervened 
and-^ordor having been re-established, 
everything p.assed olT harmoniously.

S.\N Fr^vncisco, Sept- 17. — Gustave 
Maher, President of the French Sav- 
ings Bank, committed suicide at about 
6 o'clock this evening iu his sleeping 
room oyer the bank by shooting him- 
self in the mouth. He left the bank 
at about a quarter tb^sixi. at which time 
the cashier, Mr. Jordan, 'noticed noth- 
ing unusual in his manner and went up 
to his room. A few minutes later a 
pistol shot was heard. On entering tho 
room 'Mr.vMaker ■was found lying on 
tho bed dead with blood flowing from 
his mouth. lie had removed his .coat 
and boots and taken all papers from 
his pockets and deposited them ou a 
table. A doublo-bnrrcllcd pistol of 
French make lay boside him. The 
coroner was at once notified and on 
arrival of a deputy the papers of tho 
deceased wero examined. Thoy wero 
miscellanepua in character, such as 
would ordinarily be found in the posses- 
sion of a man of business, and there 
van nothing in them conveying the 
slightest hint as to the motive of sui- 
cid(3, unless a notice from tho Londoii 
and S. F. Bank that decoa.sed's noto for 
$30,00^would fall duo to-morrow might 
bb so considered. It will bo romembor- 
ed that a few days ago the bank com- 
inissionors made an examination of the 
affairs of the bank. They found every 
thing in a perfectly satisfactory condi- 
tion and so reported. The fact that 
the examination was going on, how- 
ever, alarmed many small depositorK, 
who started a run ou tho institution, 
lasting t-wo or three days, and resulting 
in the withdrawal of about a quarter of 
a million of dollars. Mr. Jordan, tlie 
cashier, states that deceased apparently 
felt no uneasiness about tho run, al- 
though it naturally annoyed him some- 
what. Ho cannot think that thi.s had 
anything to ilo with the suicide, neither 
does he believe that the note coming 
due to-morrow is iu anyway responsible 
for deceased's action, as he considers 
Mr. Maher a man of considerable 
wealth, ITo professes to bo unable to 
account on any reasonable hypothesis 
for the suicide. Mr. Maher's family is 
at present at San IVIateo, with tiie ex- 
teption of one son, who is now in 
Europe at school. Deceased was 56 
years ago, and a higlily esteemed citizen.

CALIFORNIA.

Bishop Soffhers' Letters. 



St. Michael's Redouijt, Alaska 
Territory, July 1st, 1878, 
Rf.v. and Dhau F.vTiiEii Jonckau : — 
I finished my last hitter to look for let- 
ters and newspapers supposed to have 
been, forwarded by you. Vain efforts ! 
no letter, no journal, no message what- 
soever ! It would be idle to study the 
cause of the (delay) mistake, for a mis- 
take there must be ; but our knowing 
all about the way our letters went 
would not make them come to hand. 
Therefore, with all possible resignation, 
I sit down to -write to you about our 
doings in this immense territory. 

I had so far )nado use of the services 
of a Creole, who speaks tolerably well 
the English language, but I felt tho 
necessity of applying myself to tho 
study of . the - EuBsian - jargon that is 
spoken here; so I set to work at once. 
Do not imagine that this jargon is the 
Russian language ; by no means : it i.s 
in many respects similar to our cele- 
brated Chinook, but is much more ditli- 
cult to learn, as nearly, all the -words aro 
Russian words 3 complete freedom and 
independisnce from grammatical rules 
constitute its chief feature : no tenses 
of verbs, no declension of nouns, no 
genders or adjectives, neither singular 
nor plural of pronouns. I learned the 
language sufficiently to explain the 
truths of our holy religion, and from 
that time I could get along in any part 
of the country, where the Youcon flows, 
for many ytiung men among the Indians 
understand aud speak the so-called Bus- 
nan language. As you i«e, my pre- 



sence here will prove of unquestionable 
usefulness to me ; I know the country, 
I am acquainted witli its people, I am 
aware of their wants and di.spositious. 
I know the language Avhich is spoken 
here, the iudde of traveling, the ex- 
jienses necessaiy to live and to build ; 
in short I am now informed of a mul- 
titude of things, that I had no idea 
of before. Thus, for instance; I can 
answer the question ■which I was oiico 
asked, whether Alaska is habitable, and 
I am in a position to say and to affirm 
that it is perfectly habitable. Tlie^«-intcr 
is severe; but its severity isliardly feltby 
reason of tho means employed to escape 
its rigor. Ho-wovor let mo give you 
an idea of an Alaska winter. Frost 
begins in the loiddlo o£ September; the 
river is closed liy ice about the 10th of 
October; and the breaking up of tho ico 
takes place in the middle of May. 
During si.v months it freezes continually 
day and night; the ico of the Youcon, 
in certain places, reaches a thickness 
of six or seven feet. On two occaSfciiB 
the mercury froze and remained frozen 
during three days. Once in January 
and once in February. A spirit tbor- 
momoter at St. Michael's marked thon 
52", that is 52° below Fahrenheit, 
which at Nulato is equivalent to at 
least 60° below zerv, or 92° bolovr the 
point whero tho frost commencos. Aud 
it was during these two periods of 
terrible cold that I was travelling be- 
tween Nulato and tho Russian mission. 
With regard to tho Aurora Borealis, 
which is very frequent hero, I will give 
you the description of one witnessed 
by Father Mandart aud myself at Nu- 
lato on tho 10th of September 1877. 

A strong breeze had blown all day 
from the North, the weather had been 
very fine but cool, tho mercury being 
at r)3° Fahrenheit (9° below freezing) 
when at 8:30 p.ji., about 2Ji houra after 
sunset, the heavens were suddenly 
illumined by a bright streak of light, 
of a greenish hue, stretching across the 
zenith from north-west to south-east. 
It might not inaccurately, be compar- 
ed to a long cloud illumined by a 
bright light. We could easily distin- 
guish the current of light which with 
jirodigious velooify, issued out of one 
part of tho horizon, and disappeared 
among a few clouds in the distance on 
the opposilo side. The width of the 
luminous linzo was about equal to the 
length of tho constellation Ursa jNfajor. 
The rest of the sky was cloudless, tho 
night calm and the moon then at a 
small altitude towards the south, was 
partially hidden by a ' few - clouds. 
There was sufficient light, independent 
of the light of the moon, to enable one 
to read, and we could, without trouble, 
seo what time it 'was by a watch. The 
width, position and brightness of that 
luminous cjirrent varied incessantly j at 
one time it had nearly disappeared, 
and all at once it shone again, brighter 
than ever, shooting through the hea- 
vens, in the north-west, at the zenith 
and in tho south-east (almost) altoge- 
ther simultaneously. The streak of 
light was visibly compo.sed of luminous 
lines, parallel to each other, without, 
however, being strait j on the contrary 
tho whole train of light sooiued to move 
to and fro, similar to a huge ilame, 
agitated by the wind, and issuing out 
of the fire by a powerful furnace ; aud 
the current of light, although plainly 
discernable, was so rapid that tho eye 
could riot follow it. That phenomenon 
lasted several hours. Ha^ng opened 
the bo.x. of a compass to examine ■whe- 
ther tho needle was in any ■way aflect- 
ed, I could not notice the least motion, 

The Indians of tho Youcon, from 
Kaltag to New Elukayet, held an 
Igi'ouska at Nulato during the months 
of October and November. I shall not 
describe this Indian feast to our In- 
dians of Yancouver Island. The Ig- 
rouska, beside, offered nothing particu- 
lar, except, perha]is, the presence of 
J_,arrione, a convert of an Anglican 
minister, a Creole, ■who lives in the fort 
of tho Hudson Bay Company on the 
Porcupine river, iLarrione, in spite of 
his Christianity, is still a shamoii (tama- 
iious or Indian doctor) and was blossed 
with no less than' four wives. What a 
convert!
